The journermaen tallors of this alty will
probably not go on strike to-night even if the
Mershant Tallors' Assosiation persists In its
demand that they accept a reduced rute of
wages The rednetion of 16 per cent. which
the Merchant Tallora' Association proposed
was not an uitimatum.  They are said to be
willing to ecompromise on & reduction of 10
per eent.

On behalf of the tallors It is sald that moat of
them are willing to meecept this reduction.
Thelr earnings bave been loas during the past
year than ever before. Ther know that thelr
employars have felt the eect of the bard
timen, although some of them say that this
proposal to reduce thelr pay has eome from
merchant tailors who draw thelr patronage
from psople who are not afectsd by any tem.
porary depression (a business. The Merehant
Tallors' Association ineludes about thirty-five
tailors In this eity. They have roomas at 241
Flith avenus, and are among the best knewsn
tailors ln New York.

Whether or not there Isa strike of the men
emplored In the fashionable tallora’' shops, the
pressnt trouble will give the outside world an
unusual inslght Into the methods and oustoms
of the men who make high-priced clothes. It
must be borne ln mind that the men who are
now proposing to strike areonly thoss who
#ew garmonts alter ther have been eutand
fittad and finlsh them oft. They are not the
ecutters. Thesa gentlemen ars artists. The
other workers ars simply the Instrumests
through whieh their conceptions are realized.
Thelr salaries range from $100 a wesk
down, dependenl, of ecourss, eon the
establishment ia which thorare smployed
The men whose wagea it {s now propossd to
reduce sew the parta of & garment togethsr,
fit in the linings, sew on the buttons and the
brald, and do everrthing that makes a Naished
garment of the parts the eatier gives to them,
Thess men and the small number of women
who (lo the same work ara paid by the pleea
Each garment costs a fxed prise to maka
Both sidesin the present eontest agree that
the wages of the average tailor do not mueh
excesd $1¢ o week. There are someomployed
In the fashionable shops in Fifth avenue that
make as much as §40 a weok duriag the whole
year. Hut these cases are ro exceptional that
they have practicallyr no bearing on the pres-
sutquenstion.
